Toronto, Jlay 25. — Tho follow-ing in- 
formation regarding agricultural con- 
ditions In th(! province about the mid- 
dle of May has been Issued by the On- 
tario department of agriculture: 

Vegetables.— In the opinion of many 
correspondents the growing season of 
ItlOO Is the latest for at least a score 
of years, it being place'd at from one 
to two weeks later than the average. 
Tho exceedingly wet and cool weather 
pre'valiing during April and the early 
part of M.ay Is the cause. 

I-'all wheat. — Reiiorts concerning the 
priispcct.y of f.'.ll wheiit var.y g-reatly, 
e\cn in the same localities, some de- 
scribing tlio crop as looking well, 
though late, while others slate that tlio 
llelijs are not only backward In growth, 
hut ai-e thin and mucii spotted. Ovf- 
iiig to tlie dry period prevailing when 
most of the seeding w.as done, much of 
the new fall wheat did not start until 
the rains of September came. Winter 
conditions, however, wore favorable to 
tho crop, except where ice fornied, and 
an early spring growth -would have 
brought the floaas along nicely, but 
the cold and wet- weather of April fe- 
tarded growth, and on poorly drained 
or low land almost drowned out tho 
crop. Much better growth was made 
on sandy and gravelly soil than on 
clnys, owing to tho excessive moisture. 
While there are many patchy spots, 
plowing up" of the crop will not be 
generally resorted to, owing to grass 
bidng sowed with tho wheat; but bar- 
ley or other spring grains will bo drill- 
ed Into the bare spots. Tho latest 
reports are more favorable, showing 
that tho crop Is rapidly recuperating 
with tho gowlng weather. There is 
less Injury than usual reported from 
Insects. 

Spring sowing. — Tho smnll portion of 
the sjirlng croiis that were pnt in early 
found an e.Ncellent seed lied, but heavy 
rains innnedlately followed, and the 
land got too soft to work on, making 
further aowing almost imposalblc for 
weeks, except in a few cases, where, 
to use tho exiiriisslve language of somo 
corre.apondents,' tho seed was "pud- 
died" in. While those on high, liglit, 
or well drained kinds have made fair 
headway with thoh- spring wheat, tho 
bulk ' farmers wore not more than 
hnlf way through with work In the 
second wook of May, a most unusual 
record fflr Ontario. ' However, farmers 
'woro ret'.dy a,ni easar .to get on tho land ,

Major Seaman considers tho rhinoo- 
ceros and the buffalo the most danger- 
hunt, .IS they Invariably 
which nic'ans deatli to ttie 
Ininter if tho animal is not killed or 
crippled. Lions, on tlie contrary, hi> 
said, are natural cowards, adding: 
".Mv respect for tho lion has disap- 
peared since I wont to Africa. The 
lion never fights except when he Is 
wounded or drlvon to baj-." 

Th;; most dillicult element in shoot- 
ing in the etiuatorial belt, Is the dro)) 
of the range, caused by tlie vertical 
tropical light and the altitude.

This dis- 
covery renders more difficult the so 
lution of the problem of extinguishing 
the dread disease, as It ends the hope 
previously entertained of suppressing 
it by isolation. 

The disease has claimed half a mil 
Hon vlotlma, and. according to Major 
Seaman, not a single person attacked 
has over rdoovered. Tho chief honor 
is the long period of incubation. The 
bite of the fly Itself, when not in- 
oculated. Is harmless. Dr. Seaman 
was bitten on the foreV.ead and suf- 
fered no bad effects.

on M:iy 29. The session was very; dlBf 
orderly. Professor Mlukofti' leader of 
tho constitutional Democrats, iwas 
howled down by the members of the. 
right. The Interpellation was passed 
by all factions exceiit the extreme 
right, 

A second lnterppll.:ition, which <a'- 
leged the ill-treatment of the inmates 
of Russian prisons, was held up in tho 
duma,' and was referred to a commit- 
tee for investigation. 

Nicolai Solden has boon sentenced 
to six months' imprisonment In a fort- 
ress on the charge of having published 
Count Leo Tolstoi's "Thou Shalt Not 
Kill," and other political pamphlets. 
Tho magistrates refused to prosecute 
Count Tolstoi, who wrote a letter to 
tho court declaring that Selden was a 
passive offender and inviting the pros''- 
ecution of himself.

Tho rcfcronco In the Colonist yes- 
terday to the need for greater care in 
regard to vehicular trallio on tlie 
streets of Victoria baa called forth u 
good deal of comment. Tho commeiH 
.was all favorable, except that we have 
been told that wo did not go far en- 
cirsh. We :;ivo a buggestlon made In 
respect to tho street cars. It Is two- 
fold. One branch of It Is that curs 
should stop to tako on or let off pas- 
sengers on the near side. Instead of 
tho far side of street crossings. The 
present jjlan v.-as that adopted In 
many cities, but It Is being abandon- 
ed, and for what seeni to be excellent 
reasons. One of these Is that by stop- 
ping on the near side tlie danger of 
alccldents to people or vclilclos cvosy- 
Ing the tracks from iiitersectliig 
streets would be reduced to a mini- 
mum. No one would be Inconveni- 
enced by tha change. One good fea- 
ture of the suggestea plan is that, 
when a car had once stopped, It would 
not have acquired its full speed until 
after it had passed the Intersecting 
sti;eot We are told that in ma^iy of 
tihe. coast cities the old plan has been 
rejected for the new one. The other 
phase of the suggestion Is that no 
car should pass another, which Is 
standing, but should also come to a 
stop. Let us take one dangerous spot 
on Fort street, as an example. Cars 
going east stop on the east side of 
Stanley avenue, and many passengers 
get out there to go down Pemborton 
road, to reach which they must cross 
the track of the west- bound N:ars. It 
is really remarkable that many seri- 
ous accidents have not happened at 
fels point. If the west-bound car 
came to a stop, when abreast of the 
statlonar>' cast-bound car, all chance 
of dajiger would be removed. The 
same - :ob3ervatlon>-^/i-appIles, -mutatis 
mutandis, to a weSt-Tiound car stop- 
ping at Pembertou road. This Is a 
matter, which the Tramway Com- 
pany can regulate without any Inter- 
ference from the municipality, but we 
venture to suggest ' that a by-law 
should he adopted' making the above 
rule In both its branches obligatory. 
In the city of Buffalo, where this plan 
5s in force, there has not been a per- 
son killed by street cars In three 
years. 



DEFENCE OF BRITAIN 

Never In the history of tho United 
Kingdom has so much been said in 
criticism of the condition of tho N'avy 
and Army. It Is the Inalienable pri- 
vilege of Blngllshmen to grumble, and 
they have certainly been working It 
overtime during the last year or so. 
From the manner in whicli some of 
the critics express themselves It would 
seem as if Mr. Asquith, Mr. Haldane 
and the rest of the cabinet were band- 
ed together In a consplra!oy to de- 
stroy Britain and to i)repare tho coun- 
try for tlie invasion of tlio Germans. 
Sometimes tilings are said on tlie 
other side of the case, but the people, 
who send out cablegrams, appear to 
think all wo want to read Is what Is 
said derogatory to Briti.'ih prestige. 
Anythint designod to slio'V that the 
present advisers of His Majesty are 
ruining the country economically, so- 
cially, and In a naval and mllitarj' 
sense, is sent out to us, and there 
ijuoii .1 lot of •'.'anadlans, v.'lio are nioro 
loyal than tl:o King, write editorials 
and make .-■poechcs aljout the awful 
conditions thac have arisen. Xo one 
thought it worth while to telegraph 
out tho substance of a speech recently 
delivered by Jilr. Ilaldane, Secretary 
for War, at a i\i';otIng of llio Junior 
Institute of Engineers, and we notice 
that even the London Times ' gives 
about four times as much space to an 
anonymous criticism of the army an 
it does to what tlio man, v.'ho rcer- 
tninly ought to Iniow, iiaii to say about 
it. Mr. Ilaldanc's ob.sorvatlons aro 
calculated to destroy tho alarming 
fictions with which some pessimistic 
politicians have been deluding them- 
selves. 

Tho Secretary for War stated that 
the Territorial Army Force had reach- 
ed 87 ' per cent. of " its full strength, and 
t^at recruits wore coming In dally; 
^blle tho regular forces aro practl- 
'calfy at their full strength, Ho also 
said that the standard of men enlist- 
ed in both forces had been raised. Tlie 
Special Reserve Is rapidly lllling up, 
'and "we have a much largor.^expedl- 
itionary force than over wo liaialn the 
history of the country." Mr. Haldane 
said that he believed the te^chnlcal 
element In the Toprltorlal Force was 
such that "he did |liot believe there 
was another 'nation tliat had men of 
high -i standing technical training who 
w^ro' ready to come forward as vol- 
unteers and throw themselves with 
enthusiasm and devotion into .^uch a 
i 



force." His reference was espoclally 
to the ongiheering and,m,odIoal pro- 
fessions, when ho spoke of technical 
training, Ho made no claim that . his 
plan for a Territorial Force Is tho last 
work in national defence, but said it 
was not. to be 'rejected untllj^ltsiofflj-^ 
clency 'ha'd 'tieen tested. ' 

Mr. Haldane dealt with tho much 
talked-of "bolt from the blue," that 
Is tho possibility of 100,000 men being 
landed upon tho shores of England 
before a declaration of war had been 
made. r\yQ:;iiJuote from tho Times' re- 
port: 'V' ^ 

But when they ;consldered the con- 
tingencies they got a little light upon 
the character of tho problem to bo 
solved. : Aa regarded that contingency 
which was known aa the bolt from 
tho blue, ono heard and one saw on 
tho stage a good deal of gloomy ap- 
prehension. (Laughter.- Supposing 
that 100,000 men got past our iloot In 
time of peace— he doubted whether so 
many would get past— they would llnd 
the whulo expeditionary force of 1G7,- 
000 men, organized at home, conaist- 
• ng of men who were trained to a 
much higher standard than Contin- 
ental armies. V.'o should havo tho 
etiulvalent of three organized army 
corps, besides about another ir)0,000 of 
trained regular troops. That in itself 
was pretty formidable, but besides 
that we had 14 divisions and 14 
mounted brigades of territorials. He 
agreed it was a speculative (inestion 
as to how much these were worth at 
the outbreak of war, but they were 
worth something. When wo had the 
equivalent altogether of. ten army 
corps he doubted whether a couple of 
armv coips coming across the sea 
would live long In a hostile country. 
(Cheers.) Therefore he was not very 
much leoncerned about the bolt from 
tho blue. 

Keferrlng to tho possibility of In 
vaslon If the Regulars had to go 
abroad. Mr. Haldane pointed out that 
In such an event tho Territorial Force 
would be enrolled. Ho admitted that 
tho timi! necessary for mobilization 
would be considerable, but he did. not 
think any government would despatch 
the whole Expeditionary Force at 
once, and this brought him to the need 
of a powerful navy. "Tho foundation 
of all our defence Is our naval power," 
he said, and he added "the most 
sclentlflc form,. of defence Is a nnvy 
that can' cotnmand the sens." To this 
ho would add "an expeditionary force 
of the very finest quality." He be- 
lieved the country Is secure for some 
time to come, but pleaded that nothing 
should be left undone to put both 
navy and army upon the best possible 
footing, a footing in keeping with tho 
enormous interests which they have 
to guard. 

B. C. IN THE ANTIPODES 

The Adelaide Register has a very 
appreciative article on British Co- 
lumbia. It is based on the statements 
made by the Minister of Finance and 
Agriculture, in .Ills last^Budgot speech. 
These speeches of Captain Tatlow'son 
provln;clal llnanco ore potent agencies 
for good, because he has. many tilings 
of groat Interest to tell, and tells them 
in a business-like way that commands 
attention. There aro some people who 
affect to despise public speeches, but 
after all no agency contributes more 
efficiently to the molding of public 
opinion. Of course the speech needs 
tho assistance of the press to give It 
circulation, but it carries with It a 
weight which cannot bo expected to 
attach to the impersonal assertions 
of a newspaper. The Register begin.s 
an article headed "Prosperous Pro- 
vin;ce," by saying: "The remarkable 
prosperity of British Columbia, Can- 
ada's maritime province on the Paci- 
fic coast, Is attracting the attention 
of those Australian exporters, who, in 
the search for markets for products, 
are not seeking either Federal of 
state aid." It then goes on to quote 
largely from Captain Tatlow, and 
says: "Such figures deserve tho close 
attention of Australians." 

In oiir natural absorption in tho 
work of developing our great coun- 
try we are likely in Canada to loso 
sight of what Is being done, and what 
can be done In other parts of the Em- 
pire. Altliough steamships leave our 
docks for Australian ports at regular 
Intervals, and we arc all keen to see 
trans-Paclilc traffic increase so that 
we will have larger and moro Intimate 
trade relations with our antipodean 
neighbors. It remains a fact that the 
great southern Commonwealth is to 
most Canadians little nioro tlian a 
goograplilcal expression, and we sup- 
posed tho same thing can be said of 
Canada**! place In the minds of most 
Australians We ought to get to know 
each other and each other's '.countries 
hotter. There are doubtless pinny 
lines of commerce in which Canada 
could make profitable exchanges with 
the Commonwealth. Tho nogistor's 
article Is calculated to pave the way 
for a better understanding in South 
Australia of British Columbia and ex- 
cite a new interest In its affairs. 

STRIKING MINERS. 

Whether tho Colonist said too much 
or too little as a contemporary sug- 
gests in its reference to tho report that 
an attempt Is likely to he made to 
lirlng about a strike among tho Van- 
couver Island coal; miners is a,, matter 
of opinion, if such a project Is enter- 
tained by any ono, such n person would 
think too much was said. We can eas- 
ily understand that some people might 
think too little was, ' said. In our 
hmnble Judgmoni, which"'may''or may 
not bo worth anything, we think suf- 
ficient was said to put the miners on 
their guard. Tho Colonist has en- 
deavored to understand the luotivofl 
which Influence 'trades unionists In 
their, proceedings as organized bodies, 
it '^iinows' '' thai:, ' taking the average 
worklpRman, he meafiunis up to 
quite tho same staiidurd as other men. 
He has the same Ideas of right and 
wrong; ho thinks as much of hia; 



wife and children as any of hla fol- 
lows do; ho Is^ willing to do a good 
day's .work for" a fair wage; he would 
like to do the right thing; but he la no 
more- gifted with tho power to dis- 
cover intuitively what tho right thing 
is .Ithari other people. Hence, ' like 
■everybno else, he makes mistakes, and 
as a rule he feels ■ the consequences of 
hla mlstakea more seriously than other 
people. It was because we look upon 
tho coal miners as men whp:aro ready 
to do what Is right by them.selves, their 
wives and ^famlll|8j^ tlieir, i em 
and the corhmuriity-gene^^^ we 
spoke as wo did yesterday. We shall 
be glad to learn that the Inforination, 
which prompted the article referred to, ' 
was without foundation In fact; but If ! 
it proves to haye^beeh well ' founded, j 
and tho miners wiir themselves know 
that before very long, we 'hope they 
will investigate any proposals for a , 
strike to the very bottom. Tho cau- i 
tlon which we gave was uttered only!,, 
after . wo were . p^^^ln^. possession qf ' 
what seemed to' •be^ro'liable Informa- ' 
tion which cannot bo disclosed. Om- 
ob.'iervation.^ were directed to the min- 
ers exclusively If nothing Is attenii)t- 
cd along the line .mentioned, our war- 
ning win do no harm|;l£ anxtjilng is.

ANG'RY AT REPORTS 

Theodore Roosevelt Says Stories Sent 
s'^ Out About His Hunting Arfi 
£f . Unreliable" . t 



Nairobi,, Britl.sh Kast Africa, Bay 25. 
— A staff correspondent of thy Associ- 
ated Press returned to Xiiuobl this 
looming after a two days' visit at tlio 
Hoosevolt camp as tliu guest of Mr. 
Roosovclt. The rami) was located on 
tho Hcalley rancli on tlie broncli of 
the Nairobi river. 

Mr. Roosevelt and his son Kermit aro 
In good health and are delighted witli 
the success of the expedition. Mr. 
Iloosvolt Is annoyed at certain special 
despatclies which it Is reported hero 
are appearing in Amoricun or ICngllsh 
newspapers. He authorizes the As- 
sociated Press to send out tho follow- 
ing statement: 

•'No newspaper has a representative 
with tho Roosevelt party, nor any 
nearer means of gaining inforiuatidn 
of the party's doing, be\-on(l wiiat is 
generally known.

Sandford secured a dlvorci! and obtain- 
(!d tho custody uf Ills daughter. 'I'hi! 
divorce ^^•as followed by recriminations 
on both sides. .Mrs. Sandford, whu re- 
sumed her niaidi'ii name, and who Is 
living in I'aris, has claimed that Sand- 
ford pursued her for money, whilo 
Sandford aiicged that his former wife 
did not keep to the arrangement by 
which she was to provide for . tho 
daughters. The daughter Is at present 
in \Veisbaden.

been living In seclusion in tho hotel at 
Versailles, Where he ItUled himself.

drinking water, liquor or any liqu 
whatever iLccordlng to the experts un 
cancer of the medical faculty of Coluin 
biiL University. 

Three eminent specialists say that 
cancer is- nether contagious or infec- 
tious. Ono of them expressed it yester- 
day to .-i reporter: "You could breath 
cancer, wallow in cancer, handle cancer 
with cut hands and not bo in tho least 
danger o( contracting" the dlKCase, sim- 
ply because cancer la not a germ dls 
ease." 

A\'hon the investigation that is bolnt 
conducted at the Buffalo State cancer 
laboratory to ascerttdn whether fish 
communirato cancer germs to man -when 
used as food was called to their ntten 
tlon, the expert.s smiled. They roiie.ited 
the word "germs" with a decisive rising 
inflection and then went into an elabor- 
nto explanation of why cancer is not a 
germ disease.

John W. Moore of the contracting 
linn of Dickson & Moore who are en- 
gaged in construction vvorlc on the E.

He states that 
the line of the transcontinental through 
llrltlsh Columbia will follow the orig- 
inal plan, running up the Skeena river 
and thence through the Bulkeley val- 
ley, Despite many reports ito tho con- 
trary, Mr. Moore, -who has- an oxten- 
.slve knowledge of the country be- 
lieves that there will be 'no <^ang6 in 
till! plaps of the Grand Trunk Pacific.

Unless Tlieir Share Is Cut They 
Will Block Laying of Fort 
Street Pavement 



Once again tho city council is up 
against the pavement problem, but tiiis 
time it is not a question as to what 
class of pavement shall be laid, but 
what share of the cost of the agreed 
upon stylo of pavement the property 
owners sliall be called upon to pay. 
An amicabli! arrangement was arrived 
at that Fort street, between the junc- 
tion witli Yates street and the Junc- 
tion with l^ak Bay avenue shall he 
paved -witli wood blocks, hut wlien tlie 
owners interested were informed that 
they were expected to bear one third 
of the cost tliey strenuously objected. 
As a result of tlie protest, u joint com- 
mittee cf tlie council and owners re- 
cently waited upon A. T. Coward, 
local manager of tlie B. C. Electric 
Company, in tjn.'. hojie tliat the com- 
I)any, since its tracks take up a third 
of the roadway, and the laj'lng of the 
pav;'mfiit would lielp tlic conipan\'s 
trallie, v.iaild contribute something 
substantial to the cost of tho pavement, 
l^ut -Mr. Coward could hold out little 
hojie of the company contributing any 
more than It would be called upon to 
pay In the case of any pavement. Ac- 
cordingly the owners have circulated a 
III tition. which has been largely signed, 
luotosting against tho proposed work 
if the share of the cost to toe borne by 
them is to ba one third of the whole 
Cost. The petition will come up for 
consideration at tonight's meeting of 
the city council. '

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Among the new employinrnts for 
wonnMi, that ot home economics, has 
not so far proved popular. It Is Btateil 
thiiL in a school In Gnglond, contnln- 
Ins live hundred girls, only ten tool: 
up this study and that they were 
spoken of by their classmates as "duf- 
fers." 

This senis rather surprising to those 
hero who have noticed with what ea- 
gerii-'SM litle girls Join the domestic 
science classes. It is <iuite true that 
in some cases tliose who have been 
lookeil upon as "duffers" by their 
teachers and schoolmates In purely in- 
tellectual studies have proved diligent 
and capable .students of hou.sewifely 
arts. It Is liov.over, equally true that 
some of the best students In tho do- 
mestic nclence classes have been tho 
moat brilliant pupils In the other 
classes. And It Is natural that this 
should be so. The girl who flnds ab- 
stract studies hard may bo, and often 
Is. deft-handed and neat, While her 
(llsi'osltion Is bright and cheerful. The 
]iiactical iiart of tlie domestic science 
work ai)|Hiila to her. She Is often 
very careful and conscientious and at- 
tends to directions so that no Ingrc- 
rileiit Is forgotton and no metiiod 
uveiiooked. Her c.akea f4re always 
light anil never burned, while every- 
thing she uses Is kept in a state of 
.spotless cleanliness. 

On the otiier hand there is scope for 
all the ability of the brilliant student. 
The values of the different kinds of 
food and their prices form a study 
which. If ever ao closely Illustrated 
call for Judgment and comprehension 

It Is this phase of the .work that 
perhaps, appeals most to the tidult 
student. It lias been pressed home 
upon many In the last i^ew years thiit 
If iicople are to live In comfort, Indeed, 
If they iiro to live at all. It will be nee 
essary to obtain the greatest amount 
of iiourisliinent from the food mate 
rlnls at InMr dlspostU. The study of 
frinils has been pursued In the labor.a 
t(«-y and much has been letiriicii con 
cernliig them. But his lyiowledge Is 
conip;iratlvcly useless unless those 
whose liuty It Is to prepare the food 
used in our homos become, familiar 
with It. The professor and tho chem- 
ist may tell us what wo should cat 
but until tho cook converts tho mate- 
rials Into palatable food their teaching 
Is of little avail. It Is this which, 
among other things, the science, of 
domestic economy teaches, flow best 
the ijopuliition of tlie Emiiire may bo 
fed so as to maintain tho vigor and 
eltlcloncy of our rnco, is a problem 
which women are Invited to solve. 
I'ew are njoro Important. 

There are, jierhaiis, not many wo- 
men in Victoria w)io have not, during 
tho Itist two or three years, congratu- 
lated themselves on the excellent qual- 
ity of the mlllc suppUedjTto the. people 
of this city. While In riiatjy /Canadian 
cities' tho Infant mortality from im- 
pu/-. or adulterated milk - has been 
great, no such charge ' hfis ■ been 
brought against our dairymen. This 
says much for their honesty fis well 
as for the vigilance of the authorities. 

The value of mlllc as an article of 
food for otiier.s than Infants, Ib not al- 
ways rocognlzed. Most grown-tip peo- 
pli> only partidtc of It ns an addition 
to tea or coffee, or as an Ingredient of 
cakes or puddings. Yet we nro told, 
not only that it Is- a nourishing food 
for all, in its natural state, but that, 
even at what wo consldef' a high price. 
It is a cheap one, The' ^)Ost aufitiorl- 
tles now toll us that' all that .Is nec- 
< ssarv to make'irillk flf for-usD, Hs*.to 
keci) It; jierfoctljr clean.' This, though 
not an ■ easy, .Is -a possible task. A 
writer Iji 'the National Magazine, says 
on this 'subject:" 

"A fow years ago the medical pro- 
fession were almost uiianlinoiis In do- 
miindlng sterilized or pastcmrlzed milk. 
Sterilization, wo were assured, was tho 
tho only safo and rational tnothod of 



handling milk, and the general adop- 
tion ot the practice would ensure com- 
jdete Immunity from many periodic 
outbreaks ot t'llseaae, that. .-bad -bejBn, 
rightly or wrongly, attributed to un- 
cleanly or Infected milk. 

"Today, however, the same high au- 
thorities are directly opposed to any 
commercial sterilization or postouriztt- 
tlon ot milk. .Sterllljstttlon, we ar.e now 
told, has been tried on a' small scale 
In several quarters with these unToro- 
seen results — that It has lessened even 
the moderate' amount of cleanliness 
formerly observed In milking, and has 
thrown upon the market quantities of 
stale nillk, such staleness not being 
easy to detect after storlllztitlon." 

Thus, much dirty, stale sterilized 
milk has gone fortli to tho public, and 
been readily purelinsed as a ptirtlcu- 
larly "safe" food for infants and In- 
valids, when, In reality. It was a fnr 
more dangtirous food than ordinary 
milk. 

We£ In Victoria, are specially for- 
tuntUe In our climate, which does not 
make It necessary on many days of 
the year to take many precautions In 
order to keep milk sweet.

Society makes so many demands up- 
on us, say the mothers in the higher 
walks of life. And indeed this is true. 
The demands are not always or" chiefly 
of a frivolous 'nature. Tho society wo- 
man who flllB her placet Is a' being of 
use and Influence, She is a patron of 
tho arts; she sets in motion charitable 
enterprises and makes these popular 
and successful; she encourages litera- 
ture; aho dispenses a bonellcent hos- 
pitality; she gives grace and roline- 
ment to life.

mitted to the Impressible mind. 

"Do what you ciui for my son," im- 
plored a womiin of her pastor. "You 
are the salt of the earth; try to save 
him." 

".My friend," reiilied the clergyman, 
"the salt should have been worked Into 
the boy at llrst, US you kneed It Into 
your dough. You do not sprlnWe salt 
on your biscuits after they are baked." 

It requires thought and care, but as 
the tired jnother said after being oc- 
cupied all day with an active, trouble- 
some boy, "After all, it Is a day to- 
wards tho making of a man." 

A mother's duty to her children In- 
cludes a duty to herself. She must 
keep step with the world In Its pro- 
gress. She raust understand as much 
as she can about literature, politics, 
and science. She must study to pre- 
serve her good looks, her graces ot 
person and manners tliat slie may be 
attractlvi; and cumpanlonable to her 
family ami satisfactory to herself. Can 
she do ill! tills and be a model house- 
keeper'.' Slie cannot. .She must effect 
a compromise, tjlic must, in a mea- 
sure, slight the luwin- duty for the 
higlier. She must so systematize and 
slmjillfy her liousuhoid tasks that they 
will ri-quire less llnie. 'file (iiiesllon 
for her is: Wliicb is the Ijetter busi- 
ness. — the one with noliler .and more 
enduring results — to keep .a spotless, 
|/erfeclly ordered housr-, to have a table 
noleil for Its variety and children cnvl- 
able for the inaiiy tucks and much 
embroidery on their clothes, or to let 
these things lie simpler, while she be- 
slov.'s the lime and thought expended 
on them to improve lier clilidren and 
increasing her own charm and inllii- 
ence by self-care and culture. — Hilary 
E. Bryon. 



A New Disease 
Dr. Charles Ij. Dana writes in the 
New York .\lediciil Kc^'ord of a new 
modern m.'ilady, wliiyh he names 
"Zoopliil-psy chosis." It Is tin? extra- 
ordinary regard for the feelings of 
aniir.als which, humane and admirable 
in Its origin, has lately develoiied into 
tho grotesque. For e.vamjile, a. 
I'renctiwomaii lost her retison he- 
'dause her cat died ot cancer; a girl 
became obsessed with remorse simply 
because she had given awa^■ her cat; 
a woman neglected her household af- 
fairs in order to Iceep a hospital for 
cats; a young man refused to go out 
of doors for fear of seeing animals in 
pain. "The psychosis," says Dr. Dana, 
"is really the e.xpresaion of a selllsh 
and weak nature. A very kind-heart- 
ed person, for example, may bo also 
very Indolent and very selfish — the 
combination is not uncommon. Now, 
It la much easier to pet a dog or nurse 
a kitten than to tell the exact truth, 
or, speaking more concretely, to nurse 
the sick, provide thoughtfully for the 
Iioor, or keep watch over tho temper 
and make a household Jcomfortable 
Thus, the kindly feelings of the Indol- 
ent and unintelligent often take this 
Uno ot least resistance, and then the 
feelings and Interests grow, until tho 
care for the pets vastly exceeds that 
In any other unselfish work. The dog 
is plump and overcarod for, and the 
cat is more happy than the husband. 
As Janet says: 'It is easier to love a 
cat than a man. Its nature Is more 
simple. Its demands more limited; Its 
responses are definite.' " The old, and 
(julte unjust, sneer against tho Rus 
slans was that their pity was only for 
criminals, and. In Dr. Dana's opinion 
a largo ntunber of us can feel only for 
animals. .This state of things Is cap- 
able of yot further development 
"There is growing up an enormous 
mass of artlflclally cultivated tender- 
ness towards a supjiositlUous suffer 
ing. There will come next tears over 
tho suffering of a failing llower, and 
sorrow over the unciuenched thirst of 
the withering plant." 

To Clean Glass 

The housekeeper who, objects to 
using the many gritty soap powders, 
etc., for her .windows and mirrors is 
likely to And the following simple 
cleansing methods of an old Gennan 
house-mother practical and service 
able. 

Rub tho glass briskly with a small 
cambric bag lilled with whiting and 
slightly moistened with alcohol; polish 
with dry, soft cloth. 

Pour a few drojis of benzine upon a 
cloth and ruli tlie windows briskly 
with it and jiollsh as before. 

A slice of raw potato dipped In water 
makes an elllclent wlnijow scrubber 
for the dirtiest sort of windows. Tho 
potato should be often renewed. 

Sometimes old window glass shows 
rainbow colors. To remove this tend- 
ency rub well with nettles steeped for 
a couiilc of hours in strong saltwater. 
Rinse tiioroughly In clear water and 
polish with a dry, soft cloth. 

Vinegar removi^s lime and kalso- 
mlno spatters from glass. Oil paint 
streaks and spots should bo soaked in 
turpentine. In all probability moro 
than ono treatment will bo required. — 
Sole^:led.

PAINTING THE BOAT. 

Some Pointers For Those Who Own 
Small Craft. 

The iiurity of tho matnrinls is of 
vital Imporliineo if a good and Lasting 
Jnli i;, expected in painting a \)oat, and 
the lirst and ninst Important Ingredient 
In paint l.s white lead. Thero aro many 
substitutes for white lead, such as zine, 
chnlk, white clays and otlier BUb- 
stances, -wiiloh not infrequently find 
thoir way Into contniners la'joled as 
white load, and tho only way to delect 
their presonco Is by a elienilCTl test 
which may bo accomplished In tlio 'fol- 
lowing manner: A small lump of white 
lead la to bo tested — about the size'.of 
a. pea — should be placed In a hollow, 
scooped in a. large pleco of clinrcoal 
aiid .iieated with an alcohol laiiii) or a 
candle ami a blowpipe. If the lend lii 
piiiT', II. will be reduced to globules of 
nii'.lallle lead. This test will nevi-r fall, 
but it slunild bo very cnreCully done In 
order that it may bo fair. Tho next 



Iniporlant ingrodiont after pure wliito 
lead has been" bcon Obtained, Is tho liii- 
fj. ed oil. Adulterants In Unseed oil arc 
extremely hard to detect, and tho piir- 
chascn- should obtain Ills oil from a re- 
liable dealer. 

When a new .surface is to bn painted 
it sliould be carefully gono over with 
a piece of cliecsccloth to remove the 
flust, ele., wlilch may have accumu- 
lated. The knots and streak.s showing 
sap Bliould bo painted lightly with siiel- 
Inc, whic.li Khoiild bo mixed In tho pro- 
portion of four pounds of gum to ono 
gallon olf alcohol. If tho shcllno Is ap- 
plied too thickly. It will cause tho paint 
to (u-ack and peal, therefore care must 
be taken to .spread it well and keep It 
thin. Paint should bo mixed, fresh in 
order ^o got the best ■;refmlt8, 'JtljPUiSh, 
thero nro on tlie market some rendy- 
mlxed paints which aro-very good. The 
priming coat should bo made in the pro- 
jjortlnn of TOO pounds of pure lend to 
six and a half gallons of pure Unseed 
oil, ono gallon of turpontlno and obout 
one and a half pintH of drier. After 
this has become thoroughly dry, all null 



holes and othor interstices should be 
tilled with putty. 'Xhe shellacked knots, 
etc., should bo sand-papered to take off 
the gloss. Tho second or ""oody paint". \ 
may now be jircpared, and should bo 
mixed in the proportion of 100 pounds 
pure wldte lead to one and a half gal- 
lons each of linseed oil and turpentine 
and one and a half pints of drier. The 
practice of putting on five or six thin 
coat.s and allowing them to diy thor- 
oughly before tho next is applied is an 
oxeollenl one, and the result is f.ar .-^u- 
Iierior to that obtained by applying two 
or three thicker coats, Tlie finishing 
coat should be mixed so as to give a 
dull surface, as tlii.s lias been found 
to ba moro .servicoablo than ono which 
is glossy. This coat may be mixed In 
'the P.roportlona that follow; 100 poundu, 
pUrfe'whlto lead, one and a half gallons 
raw linseed oil, two gallons turpentine 
anil one and a bait pints drier.

The 
v>-ires were made fast to a hundred- 
ton scow and as the water raised, up 
came the wreck. As she lifteil the 
Beatrice towed the scow and partially 
submerged wreck of the iJaisy nearer 
ins|ioro, and tho slings v.-ero gradualy 
hauled tighter and tighter until they 
held. the wreck waterborne and a start 
was then made for Sidney where they 
arrived yesterday morning. 

The tug wUl be repaired and will be 
added to Gap tain Bei-qulsts's fiect. Thq 
Daisy was formerly owned by the 
Chemalnus Xiumber company and wa-j 
sola to Captain Anderson, who was 
In charge when the Daisy was wrecked

deeper water after striking and only

i Laud Clearing-. 

' Sir— Land cloarlnf; is a subject of 
paramount liaportanc-c to us on \ ancou- 
vcr Island. In continuation of an ad- 
dress given at Duncan by myself last 
AVednesday, 1 sHould UUe to have th s 
matter thoroughly discussed. To thl.s 
end I will attempt to show tho pios 
and cons of the subject from one point 
Of view. AS a member of the DeYloP- 
ment League I feel very much the desir- 
ability of formulating and following a 
policy that will be both permanent and 
sucr^s..luh ^^^^^ aware that ninety per 
cent of our ImmlBTOrits will 'oo proba- 
ble .settlers, so we may with consist- 
ency devote the same proportion of oin- 
efforts to their welfare. Wliat is the 
-nrescnt state of agriculture on thl.« 
Island? We have in the .■juburhs of 
A-lctorla, on the .Saanlch peninsula, w-lth 
;;onio on .Salt Sprini- ; at Comox. and 
nlorr the E. & X. na Iway. and around 



Duncan',,. ats,Yei:y.,i,eniaUii(. percentage of 
clcaryand'cultivated'tland, and yet wo 
are Importing thousan'ds of dollars 
worth of feed. This clear land Is tho 
result of from thirty to forty years of 
individual effort, and to achieve It, tho 
pioneers have worked hard and lived 
hard. Thelr's w.as.not an . Ideal , e.^lst- 
onoe^by any mean»,>>and it 'Is .one ■ that 
wo wish to Improve for the future. At 
tho same time the Idea, of an Independ- 
ent life on the land appeals to most peo- 
ple, and Is one that will bo Indulged in 
to tlio end of time. 

Wo are now arriving ;it a period when 
wo must ask ourselve.'j whether this land 
is worth clearing as a business venture, 
If It Is not, how can we oonsolontlously 
ask settlers to como amongst us. But 
if it is. It behooves us to take tho <iucs- 
tlon up from that point of view, and 
give it our earnest consideration. There 
is an erroneous Idea that tills island is 
r.ot lit lor ayrleulture. This Is a mis- 
take whlcli we.uiu.st C'onljat strenuously. 
In makliu; a' eonipari.sou w-ith the 
Pralrbj !rroviiiet;i, \vc might suffer at 
Iireseut, but In the luture, when wo have 
made a million or so of acres like tho 
prulrle, and have our other re.sourceu at 
our back, tliore will be no comparison at 
all. if w-o could estimate tho value a 
niUlion aercs ol prairie would bo on 
Vancouver Island, we should know 
Whether wo could afford to do the work. 
Personally, I am confident tho country 
could well afford It, but the great ques- 
tion we have to face .at present is this: 
iiow e;in we help the siittler to clear 
.ills land -without placing too great a 
load on hlrn'.' In w-hatover way u-e con- 
sider It tliere are great difficulties to 
contend with, and we shall do well to 
fare them squarely. There are facts 
wlilch we eanjiot ignore, and It is no use 
deludliiK oui-.selves with visions of pros- 
perity w-ithoat .'naking up our minds to 
earn lhai prosperity. 

The llrst ol these dilf ieui ties Is tlio 
cost Id' eh-aring land outright, and lay- 
ing tho w-holo expense at once on the 
Bottler. This under present conditions 
would mean from seventy-live to tliroe 
hundred dollars per aero according to 
the timber. ICven If the government 
o. uld (hi thl.s. It v.ouhl bo poor policy to 
pl.-ie.- the eoiuilry under a load like "this 
w-lthout givin;; it Ihne to adapt itself. 
There is aaolher diriiruUy In the w-av. 
and that is the extra cost of clearing 
green land, i. e., land with standing 
timber on it. I-Jverybody who has 
cleared 1,-inil with a stumper Itnows that 
fr,,iu tliree to five years after "slash- 
iuA" is the heat time to pull stumps. 
■J"he .-.iiiall roots havo decayed ami the 
body ol the stump Is stlU sound enough 
to stand the pull of the cable. So that 
to get tho best results we must have 
encegh '•slashed" ahead to meet these 
conditions, and this brings us to tho 
ciuestlon of the destruction of timber. 

Tlieie are, of eoui-se. a great many 
acres which have been denuded of mar- 
ketable timber, but there are thousands 
of .acres which have never been touched, 
and aro covered with a growth of tim- 
ber from one to tivo feet In dlnmcter. 
Tills Is too small for Ilrst-closs logs, 
and often too far away from a market 
to mak(t them available as an asset for 
the next lilty years as far as wo can 
foresee. Khail we destroy this? I say 
in answer. 11 a settler has a piece of 
tlin'jer land and feels that It would bo 
more profitable to him under cultivation,-^ 
lie is quite Justified In destroying it. 

Assuming now that the settlors wish 
to cultivate their land, how can we put 
them In a position to clear it without 
loading themselves too heavily with 
debt. 

To illustrate this wo must take an 
example of what ought to be. A settler 
has a i)li!ce of land, say ten acres, that 
lie knov.-K w ill repay hlni to have cleared. 
He notllleM th-j government agent Of this, 
aiKl ])laces an application for assistance. 
The' government- agent after inquiry ac- 
cepts the application, and the settler 
tlien "slashes" and cleans up everything 



but the .stumps. -After this Is dono ho 
sends in an affidavit to that effect, and 
receives from tho government a sum 
not to exceed twenty-Uvo dollars an aero. 
This sum will p.ay his expenses while 
doing this work, and If he will do a lit- 
tle grading and harrowing and seed It 
down, ho will have ton acres under way 
for pasture until ho Is ready for stump- 
ing, say. throe or four years. 

In the meantime ho must have It 
fenced and the material will cost him 
approximately ten dollars per acre. He 
can put lu another application, and on 
complation.ofjhlB fonoo can receive an-; 
other advAhois - of - ten dollars per acre,", 
which leaves him In this position: Ho 
has ten acres down In grass, fenced 
round, and a load against It of throo 
hundred and flfty dollars. 

And now wo must consider what the 
government can place money for hero. 
With this security they ought to bo 
able to place It at tivo per cent. If they 
can lend it to the farmer at olx per 
cent, interest and sinking fund for a 
period of twenty years. .So that this 
settlor, AVith his debt of three liundred 
and lU'ty dollars on ton acres, can pay 
twenty dollars a year for twenty years, 
and ho has paid his interest and princi- 
pal in full. 

"\^'e left him with his land clear ex- 
cept for Btuniplng. Tills is tho hardest 
li.art. but Jie knows he can got a gov- 
ernment stuinji-pullei- at csist iirlce per 
day, also an lulvance lor powder If ho 
cannot afford to buy it. Ho gels his 
powder and' blows all the stumps ready, 
so that ho will not keep tho stumper 
any longer than ho can help. In this 
way ho reduces the price of his clear- 
Ing to a inlnlnium outsldohls own work, 
and he can always stop' his load just 
when he thinks It Is heavy enough. It 
may cost htm fifty, or It might coat hlin 
a hundred an aero to stump It, but It Is 
done at his own wish and oversight, 
and he is tho one to regulate It. 

This is tho simple w-ay of nsslstanco 
to settlers clearing land, and Is founded 
on tho presumption that the government 
can pl.aco money hero at five per cenl. 
If they can. they can well afford to 
give It to the farmer at six per cent, 
for twenty years when the principal and 
interest will be paid up. So if It does 
cost him ns high ns''onc hundred and 
lit'ty an acre. It moans he can pay a 
ront.-il of nine dollars iui acre lor twenty 
years, and he Is then free. 

The more fact of an entry In tho gov- 
ernment of Ice will be sufficient seourltv, 
as a prospective buyer would get that 
In his aostract of title. 

This, Mr. I'^dltor, Is of vital Import- 
ance to the eountry, ami If you w-il! al- 
low- ine Himee, I would like to devote 
future artlcle.9 to tlila and Its kindred 
subject, "Cultivation ol hind nn the 
sm.-ill ranches."

ly of a playground, with a church and 
certain necessary school ■buildings. 'On 
the walls of tho bulldlnfr," writes Mr. 
Baker, 'were great maps. In deep, crude 
color, of .Spain, the ivorld. Europe," etc. 
But tho playground is the chief and 
most Interesting feature. TJils can be 
best described In the words of tho 
wrltfir, who has seen It: 

'The plan of the plajiground -was en- 
tirely nov.cl. I saw a little mound 
close to a pool of water, where I was 
standing, and tho boys' quick answer 
to .niy question -^vas, 'that Is Mount 
Sinai,' and tho water was 'the flood," a 
pillar near was tho Tower of Babel. I 
■was la the Scripture part of the play- 
ground. The centre of the playground 
Is Irid out to represent the dial of a 
cloclt. In another part is a skeleton 
for teaching anatomy: .the planetary 
system Is taught with a series of 



movable balls upon wires, illustrating 
the solar system. In a shallow tank 
of water v/aa a raised map of the 
world, so th.at the pupUa could 

see tho oceans and seas and the great- 
est rlver.s. Another part was divided 
into squares of numbers, .'ind wo had 
a lesson In arithmetic given upon 
these squtu-cs. The children wero 
numbers, tind they had to exchange or 
fall out, as they were added, or multi- 
plied, or subtracted., and quick and 
alert they wero to leap back to their 
pUicos.
